It \^ 
reported that Argentina has an export snniliis of 
260,000,000 bushels of corn this last year. The har- 
vest is now on in that country. 

Since Free-Trade went into efTeet the T'nited 
States has imported 8.000,000 Inishels from Argen- 
tina in competition with our own farmers, thereby 
lowering the price on all com in America. Every 
corn raiser is just to that degree paying the penalty 
of Fre(>-Trade's injustici\ — Northwestern Agricul- 
turist. 

HOW IT WORKS IN ITALY. 

The Flectrical Kailway (Jazctte has an interest- 
ing article on the workings of government owner 
ship of Italian railways. And a careful reading of 
this article, which is. manifestly based upon facts, 
fails to reveal anything encouraging to the pro 
ponents of ownership. Faced by a threat of a strike 
invohiii'j: KKtOdO st.'ite railway einployes. tlie jire- 
mier has agreed to pension and wage iucreases tliat 
will cost $3,000,000 annually, and he informed the 
(Miamber of Deputies in what the press reports sug- 
fre.st to be aiiofl'liand manner, that this sum was " to 
be obtained by iucreasing the railway rates." The 
system here exhibited has at least the merit of sim- 
plicity and disi)ateb. There are no long drawn-out 
hearings and investigations such as are necessary 
here to adjust wages or to increase rates. But of 
course the money to pay for the premier's liberality 
will come ont of tlie j)0(d{els of Itali.Mii travelers 
and shippers, and in the long run it is very doubtful 
whether or not they will enjoy repeated exp< rien<'es 
of this character which, history shows, are to be 
exjiected under municipal or government owner- 
shij) of public utilities. — Huntington Herald-Dis- 
patch.
